The cited prior arts and non-patent literature of IDS listed 
on 1449's fail to recite or disclose in combination with all the other limitations recited in 
independent claims; the uniquely distinct features of the underlined bold independent claims 
imitations below: 

a pixel portion comprising a plurality of pixels formed over a substrate; a charge 
pump control circuit formed over the substrate, a variable frequency-dividing circuit 
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including a first thin film transistor formed over the substrate, a plurality of switches 
electrically connected to the plurality of dividing circuits; and a decoder for controlling the 
plurality of switches: and a CPU comprising a second thin film transistor formed over the 
substrate, wherein the variable frequency-dividing circuit is controlled by the CPU, and 
wherein a dividing ratio is varied according to a display mode.
